The chan- 
cellor never said that Belgium. eoKl 
her neutrality to England but assert- 
ed that it had been proved by docu- 
ments that Belgium had fostered Brit- 
ish military plans, thus herself vio- 
lating her neutrality. 


"The article points out that the dis- 


cussion of all eventualities by British 
and Belgian 
military ofllcers 
must 


have been reported to the British cab- 
inet. 
Documents found In Brussels, 


it Is assorted, show conclusively that 
a British military attache coolly told 
his Belgian colleague that Great Brit- 
ain 
would 
land troops In Belgium 


without Belgium's consent and that 
Belgium never had protested against 
this having decided not to resist a 
British violation of Belgian neutrality; 
but that upon mere supposition that a 
German invasion was possible the Bel- 
gian 
government prepared complete 


plans for co-operation with 
British 


forces. Such a country, it Is declared, 
is not a neutral country. 


"Other documentu found, the reply 


continues, shows that the British gen- 
eral staff received, reviewed and 
de- 


stroyed important reports of attaches 
stationed in Brussels. 


"The chancellor, It is added, did not 


endeavor to bring to light facts that 
would justify a violation of Belgian 
neutrality in August, 1914, and stated 
the reason in bis relchstag speech, de- 
claring that German troops Invaded 
Belgium after tho latter had already 
broken her own neutrality." 


Besides, it added, the excitement over 


the morals of a violation of n. 75.-year- 
old treaty made for entirely different 
purposes was ridiculous for a country 
which unconcerningly 
disregarded a 


promise solemnly given 25 years ago. 
to all Europe and which continuously 
supported French violations of the ob- 
ligations accepted In 1311 regarding 
Morocco.

Bethmann-Hollweg in his recent reich- 
stag speech that Sir Edward Grey had 
said to the German ambassador, as he
